NOTIFIABLE  DiSEA SES.  Summary ( including  non-civilian  cases). 

The  following  cases  were  notified:.-  Acute  Encephalitis  Lethar- 
gloa  Ij  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  7|  Dysentery  (Sonne)  43j 
Erysipelas  1}  Malaria  (recurrent)  Ij  Measles  1875  Ophthalmia 
neonatorum  Ij  Puerperal  pyrexia  2;  Scarlet  Fever  5j  Tubercu- 
losis, Pulmonary  7}  Whooping  Cough  32}  Total  287. 

Diphtheria.;;  Two  cases  were  notified  but  neither  proved  to  be 
cases ‘Of  this  disease.  One  was  found  to  be  a case  of  Scarlet 
Fever. 


^Scarlet  Fever.  Two  cases  were  discovered  in  one  house,  one  of 
which  had  been  overlooked.  No  case  was  associated  with  any 
particular  school -or  milk  supply.  Two  cases  were  notified,  one 
at  Maiden  Newton  and  one  at  Came,  neither  of  which  proved  to  be 
this  disease. 

Measles.  There  were  two  main  outbreaks,  one  in  Januarj^  in  the 
Puddletown  and  Tolpuddle  areas  and  another  in  April  centred 
around  Ceme  Abbas  and  Sydling. 

Dysentery . All  the  cases-  were  the  Sonne  form  and  were  mainly 
notified  from  the  Dorset  Mental  Hospital. 

The  Encephalitis  lothargica  case  also  occurred  there. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA.  This  was  carried  out  at  all 
the  schools  at  which  there  vire re  children  requiring  the  treat- 
ment. At  many  of  the  schools  there  are  nearly  or  quite  100% 
of  the  children  who  have  had  the  immunisation  treatment, 
consequently  for  several  years  the  number  of  children  treated 
has  gradually  decreased.  Most  of  the  children  have  been  treated 
beXore  entering  the  schools.  152  children  under  5 years  of  age, 
and  31  children  over  5 years  of  ago,  wore  treated  during  the 
year.

Rats  & Mice  Destruction. 

The  work  of  rats  and  mice  destrnAction  was  continued  throughout  the 
year,  a survey  of  the  whole  district  was  carried  out,  and  as  a 
result,  76  cases  of  infestations  were  found  and  treated.
